WINNIPEG, Nov. 2fi.— The street 
railway company is still battling with 
undiminished energy to supply the 
city with a proper power and light ser- 
vice, and although everything at ihe 
seat of trouble Is still in a state of 
great uncertainty, the local situation Is 
improving hourly. 

The directors were In session all 
morning, and this afternoon conferred 
with the city council. The car service 
was greatly Improved this morning, 
and even a better service was supplied 
during the rush hours tonight. The 
cars were, however, again taken off nt 
seven o'clock, and the power transfer- 
red to the lighting system. 

Mr. Whyte and Ilugh Sutherland, 
two of the directors of the company, 
went to Lac du Bonnet this morning 
to look over the situation and lend 
their advice In the work of repairing 
the damage. The remainder of the 
directors were in session again this 
morning, and were kept busy by the 
applications from manufacturing con- 
cerns for a proper supply of power. 
The directors are doing their utmost to 
meet all demands, and as a result u 
number of concerns that have boon 
tied up since the breakdown have been 
enabled to resume operations. There 
are, however, a large number still shut 
down, but many are following the ex- 
amples of other concerns and installing 
temporary plants. 

In all probability tho street car ser- 
vice will be shut down dally from 9:30 
a. m. to 4:3D p. in. until the present 
situation is relieved, and the power 
will be given to the factories and 
wholesale houses of the city. 

The board of control, after hearing 
the representations of several manu- 
facturers this morning decided that in 
order to meet their demands, it was 
better to only run the cars during tho 
rush hours, and a committee, consist- 
ing of Controllers Wangh, Harvey, and 
McArtlnir were In conference with the 
street railway officials this afternoon 
in regard to tin; matter. According 
to the information which the city of- 
ficials have received, it Is dillleult to 
say how long It will bo until the power 
machinery at Lake du Bonnet will be 
in operation again, and the board of 
control regard the situation as serious. 
This morning they discussed the prob- 
lems from every aspect, and debated 
ways and means of Improving the situ- 
ation. Controller Cockburn reported 
that one of the engineers of the city's 
power department had gone to Lac du 
Bonnet and looked over the situation 
at the plant. He has reported that It 
was impossible to say when the plant 
will be in operation, and how long it 
will take to dry out and repair the ma- 
chinery. The present outlook Is that 
it will be n week at least before any 
power can ho issued from Lac d;i Bon- 
net.

TILLAMOOK, Ore., No-/. 2C— The 
.stranding of the steamer Argo, plying 
between Astoria and Tillamook, late 
today, was the indirect cause of the 
loss of three lives. Two were passen- 
gers of the Argo and tho third was a 
member of the Garibaldi Beach life- 
saving station. The Argo drifted off 
the bar tonight and is anchored off the 
bay. It Is expected that the tug 
Oshkosh will go out after her and at- 
tempt to tow her to the harbor. 

A high wind and heavy sea drove 
the Argo out of the narrow channel 
as the steamer was attempting to 
cross Into Tillamook Bay She struck 
on the south spit, but In a short time 
managed to work her way off. A few 
minutes later the Argo struck again, 
this time on the bar proper. Here she 
hung. Distress signals were displayed 
and the Garibaldi Beach life-saving 
crew put out in a lifeboat and came to 
the Argo's relief. 

Into the lifeboat were loaded Mrs. 
W. C. King, who with her husband was 
returning home from the east, two 
children of Ceo. Hunter of Tillamook, 
who were returning from a visit at 
Astoria, and a woman who has not been 
Identified. The lifeboat beaded for 
Garibaldi beach and was in the aet of 
coming through the breakers when it 
upset and left in water not sufficiently 
deep to enable it to right itself. The 
two Hunter children, the unknown wo- 
man and Life-saver Wlckman appar- 
ently were unable to escape from their 
fastenings. Captain Farley and the 
other members of the crew, however, 
managed to free themselves. Farley, 
with a herculean effort, managed to 
got Agnes Hunter out from under the 
boat, hut before the crew could get the 
boat from off the others, they had 
drowned. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 26— The pas- 
senger list of the steamer Argo, which 
sailed from here yesterday, has been 
lost through the flooding of the 
steamer office here by the high water 
in the Willamette, which will prob- 
ably make difficult the identification 
of the unknown woman who was 
drowned unless she boarded the steam- 
er at Astoria.

Investigation Set on Foot by Steam- 
boat Inspectors So Far Fails to 
Reveal Cause 



SAN FRANCISCO. Nov. 26.— The 
origin of the fire that destroyed the 
steamer St. Croix off Point Duma on 
November 20, Imperilling the lives of 
over 100 passengers and the crew, is 
as much a mystery as ever, although 
nearly every officer of the vessel, 
several members of the crew and some 
of the passengers were put through a 
searching examination today by federal 
Inspectors of steam vessels. John K. 
Bulger and (). F. Boles. Every ques- 
tion asked by the inspectors was 
framed with the object of eliciting in- 
formation that might indicate the 
cause of the disaster, hut not a state- 
ment was made that seems to throw 
any light on the matter. 

Acting upon a letter received from 
Eos Angeles, Mr. Bulger called Martin 
Nett, an oiler as one of the first wit- 
nesses. The letter said that Nett had 
made u statement In the Southern city 
that he had an Idea of how the fire 
started. Nett denied that he had ever 
made such a statement, and could add 
nothing to the knowledge of the tire 
already obtained. 

From the statement of 'third' mate 
Harry Warner that the tire appeared 
to be In the vicinity of the liquor 
locker, and that, some of the electric 
wiring of the ship passed through the 
locker, It Is possible that a conclusion 
as te the origin of the blaze may be 
drawn. Warner said that on a former 
occasion the fuses had blown out and 
the ship had been left in darkness. 

The examination will be continued 
tomorrow.

VOTE UNCERTAIN 



Estimate of Vancouver Ballots 
Gives Heavy Adverse 
Majority 



• VANCOUVER, Nov. 2G. — Fifty- three 
of tho GO polling booths in Vancouver 
give the following totals of the local 
option vote: For. 1.S06; against, 4,171; 
spoiled. 28.4. Tho results of tho vote In 
the additional seven polling booths will 
not be available until tomorrow, the 
returns not having been sent in with 
other 53 polling booths received at 
noon. 

Taking tho average seven booths, the 
additional vote would run about' 530 
for and 1!)0 against. This would bring 
the total to 5,3!)G for and 4,661 against, 
or a majority of only 7H5. 

Hut in order to carry the referendum 
must obtain fifty per cent, not only 
of the number of votes east for the 
candidates, but -fifty per cent of the 
total votes east by the electors, in- 
cluding the- spoiled ballots. 

Taking this at 13,000 for Vancouver, 
the referendum would require to have 
G.500 votes recorded in Its favor in tho 
vote registered yesterday, Including the 
spoiled ballots. It has, therefore, been 
defeated In Vancouver by at least 
1,200. It is probably defeated also 
throughout the province. 



U. S. AMD CHILE 

Rumors Afloat Concerning Proposal to 
Refer Alsop Claim Dispute 
to The Hague 




SANTIAGO, Chile, Nov. 20. -William 
Plerpont, American charge d'affaires to- 
day made a proposal to the Chilean 
government that the Alsop claim be 
submitted to the arbitration of King 
Edward, who Is friendly to both sides. 
The proposal was accepted and tho two 
countries will ask the British monarch 
to act as arbitrator. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.— State de- 
partment officials today decline to 
discuss the. Alsop claim matter one 
way or the other, and would not ad- 
mit that the negotiations for a proto- 
col referring the claim to The Hague 
for arbitration on its merits, wns at a 
practical standstill, and from present 
indications would not be resumed. 

In the absence of definite informa- 
tion as to the initiative of tho sug- 
gestion that the matter be referred to 
King Edward, it is believed here that 
the first step in that direction was 
taken by Brazil, which probably made 
simultaneous suggestions to both 
countries. The report thai King Ed- 
ward had not been consulted in the 
matter is regarded as important, as 
It Is not certain that the King would 
willingly assume, tho responsibility of 
patching up tin; differences between 
the United States and Chile. 

In any event It is not believed here 
that the King would be asked .to 
arbitrate tho differences, or even to act 
in. the capacity of ait umpirp, ' bu^ 
rather as a friend of both parties seek- 
ing to bring about an- amicable ad- 
justment of the matter. 



THE AMEER'S TROUBLE 



Fresh Plotting in Afghanistan — Arm- 
ing Atghan Tribesmen 



CALCUTTA, Nov. 2(i. — Frontier 
news state that there are rumors of 
fresh plotting in Afghanistan, the 
popular idea being that secret socie- 
ties still exist which are hostile to tii« 
government. After tho severe pun- 
ishment indicted upon the men who 
were charged with conspiring to poi- 
son tho Ameer some months ago, It is 
considered scarcely probable that any 
renewal of treasonable practices can 
now take place. The population of 
Kabul are always given to exagger- 
ation when political matters are in 
question, and their imagination has 
probably been excited by the strict 
measures of inquiry instituted to 
trace the ramifications of the con- 
spiracy which undoubtedly existed 
last spring. 

The Ameer is said to have sum- 
moned the headmen of Khost, and the 
adjacent tracts to Kabul with a view 
to establishing a more settled state of 
things on that part of the frontier. It 
is reported from Kabul that His Ma- 
jesty has begun the Issue of .303 rilles 
to certain of his regular regiments of 
infantry. The .Martinis, which* the 
latter now have, are to bo made over 
to tile khasudurs or militia, many of 
whom still have muzzle-loaders. Ac- 
cording to a Peshawar correspondent, 
renewed tension exists between the 
Gar and Samil factions in Tirah. It 
is feared that a dispute may lead to 
fresh intertribal lighting, in which 
most of tho Afridl and Orakzai cluns 
may be involved.

AMBITI OUS P ROJECT 

Automobile Road Between Calgary 
and Banff Is Talked of — To 
Cost $150,000 

CALGAUV, Nov. 26. — A seventy-five 
mile automobile road between Calgary 
and Banff, and probably costing one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, is 
the proposal now before tho Calgary 
council, .board of trade and automobile 
club. 

This scenic speedway, when com- 
pleted, will permit of owners of high 
power cars running at their maximum 
speed, and sixty miles an hour will be 
easily possible over certain parts. The 
scenery along the route cannot be sur- 
passed, and the new road, which will 
probably be reserved for exclusive use 
of motors, will provide tourists with 
an opportunity of easy runs between 
Calgary and Banff at any hour of the 
day or night. 

It Is expected that many tourists 
from the east will, upon completion of 
the road, detrain at Calgary and motor 
to Banff. 

To accommodate these tourists, It 
will 'be necessary to have largely ndd- 
ed accommodation at Calgary's tour- 
ist hostelries, and tin- management of 
Hraemar Hodge, which is continually 
crowded with wealthy globe-trotters, 
has even .now contracted for twenty 
thousand addition to the lodge. 

When the road Is completed to 

(Banff it is expected that extensions 
will lie made to Lake Louise and Yoho 
Valley. This will provide a motor 
road, the scenery along which cannot 
be equalled even by that along moun- 
tain motor roads of Europe. Such a 
civil engineer as Wm. Pearce, Cor the 
past twenty-five years connected with 
the largest engineering projects of the 
Canadian west, states that the pro- 
posed road can bo completed without 
encountering any serious engineering 

difficulty.

"Tho tumult and tho shouting" have 
died; the stress of battle Is past; the 
victors rest satiated with triumph. It 
lias been a well-fought light. In the 
cup of victory there are no dregs of 
bitterness. But Mr. McBride and his 
jjplleagues and supporters will not 
have learned tho lesson of the election 
aright if they do not feel a deeper 
sense of responsibility to tho electorate 
than ever before. Such a splendid ex- 
hibition of confidence ought to, and we 
believe will, carry with it a deep ap- 
preciation of the obligations resting 
upon those whose administration In 
the past has been so strongly endorsed 
and whose policy for the future lias 
received almost universal approval. 
Rarely has a Premier received such a 
trust as the people of British Colum- 
bia have reposeel In Mr. McRridc, and 
we know we may say for him that his 
earnest endeavor will be to show him- 
self worthy of it. Rarely lias a pre- 
mier had presented to him such an op- 
portunity as is now offered to Mr. Mc- 
Bride, and we are confident that he will 
do what in him lies to show himself 
equal to It.

In tho history of all 
growing communities there are per- 
iods of exceptional prosperity and 
progress, and unless we wholly mis- 
read the sign.-; of the times, such a 
period has arrived in the history of 
this city. Several things combine to 
produce in Victoria those conditions, 
which make for rapid advancement. 
Among such conditions are the con- 
fidence of the people in its future, 
another is the development of nearby 
country, another is competitive trans- 
portation, another the estbllshment of 
new channels of communication, an- 
other is an improvement, in the rela- 
tion of tlie city to the general trans- 
portation system of the country. The 
most- conspicuous illustration of the 
working of those conditions, and it 
is so close at hand that most Vic- 
torians can themselves know the 
facts, is Seattle. At tlie base of that 
city's remarkable growth was what 
is known as "the Seattle Spirit," 
which can be described as a belief in 
tho future of the city and resolute 
determination on the 'part of Its citi- 
zens to work together for its advance- 
ment, disregarding all individual and 
political differences and ignoring all 
suggested obstacles. Another factor 
of prime importance was the develop- 
ment of nearby districts; tiie "mos- 
quito fleet of Seattle." that ever- 
growing squadron of small steamers 
plying to settlements around the 
Hound, meant more to the business of 
the community than any one unfam- 
iliar with the facts can imagine. In 
addition there were developments in 
the way of railway transportation. All 
that Nature did for Seattle w.as to set 
down a steep hill by the side of a 
deep harbor, and spread out an ex- 
panse of tide flats close at hand. The 
people did the rest. They levelled the 
hills where necessary; they filled up 
tlie tide Hats; they reached out tor 
business. The Northern Pacific Rail- 
way refused to build a branch lino to 
their city; they built one to connect 
with its system, although for some 
years tho company refused to let its

cars run over it. They built a little 
local railway to develop the area that 
seemed likely to become tributary to 
tlie city. It was a hard pull and a 
long pull, but it was a pull altogether, 
and wo all know tho splendid result. 

Victoria 1b nearly as large as Seat- 
tle was In 1806, is much richer, and 
has greater possibilities before it. 
There Is no other city on the whole 
Pacific Northwest that was ever able 
to look out over a great virgin aroa 
to bo made tributary to it, such as 
Victoria has in the region which tho 
railway to Barkley Spund' will open 
up. There Is no city In the whole 
Pacific Northwest with greater har- 
bor facilities than those which Vic- 
toria and its Esqulmnlt suburb-pos- 
sess. These are to be connected with 
a mainland railway system, which in 
a few years will be transcontinental, 
by a system of ear-ferries, which will 
overcome the insular handicap. We 
say system of car- ferries, for two 
reasons. One is thnt we look for the 
day when the Canadian Northern will 
require more than one ear-ferry for 
its business, and for the establishment 
by the Canadian Pacific of a greatly 
improved service of the same kind. 
Combined witli these things are the 
great natural attractiveness of the 
city, and its surroundings, tlie whole 
forming a basis for future growth 
that cannot easily be excelled. 

But this is not all. During the cam- 
paign tho Colonist said that tlie policy 
of development by railways would not. 
be complete If It was limited by what 
had been provided for in the Canadian 
Northern contract. We repeat it to- 
day. Tlie other projects in the inter- 
ests of, Victoria and Vancouver Island, 
for which we have been contending in 
the past, must be kept prominently 
forward in the future, and we hope 
the time is not far distant, when some 
concrete proposition or propositions 
will be submitted to the government, 
which the Colonist can support.

LESSON OF THE VOTE 

Thursday's vote lias two or three 
lessons, that are worth mentioning. 
One of them is that an Opposition, 
which is only an Opposition,- cannot 
hope for tlie support of the electorate. 
It ought to 1)0 easily possible for our 
Liberal friends to see how they might 
have come out of the contest In a 
more creditable manner. If they had 
not felt called upon to oppose every- 
thing, which the government suggest- 
ed, the result might have been dif- 
ferent in more than one constituency. 
By no possibility could they have de- 
feated the government, but they might 
have been able to muster more in the 
next House then a. corporal's guard. 
Their great error was that they op- 
posed everything, even tlie things that 
they had formerly approved of. 

Another lesson is that tlie people no 
longer take any stock In those who 
rely upon personalities and question 
the motives of their adversaries. The. 
vote shows that appeals to tin- in- 
telligence of an electorate will win. 
This is a lesson which both sides may 
well lay to heart, for there is an idea 
abroad in both parties, but it was 
happily not reflected either on tlie 
Conservative platforms or in tlie Con- 
servative press during the late cam- 
paign, that when an opponent assails 
you with Invective, it Is proper to re- 
ply witii invective. Archbishop Whate- 
ly wrote: "When your opponent as- 
sails you with ridicule, meet him with 
serious arguments when lie advances 
serious argument, meet him with 
ridicule." He admits that ho does not 
Say this is an honest cour.se, but adds 
that tlie object of controversy is con- 
viction. But things have changed 
since the Archbishop wrote, and an 
intelligent electorate is not misled by 
ridicule, and it is almost always 
alienated by abuse. The way to meet 
abuse is by dignified silence. 

A third lesson is that British Co- 
lumbia wants a progressive policy 'of 
development. We do not think that 
this lesson will be Inst at Ottawa. 
The Liberals have surely learned that 
this province' will not stand for a 
policy of Inaction. We venture to in- 
dulge the belief that, if the Dominion 
ministry is approached with any 
reasonable project looking to the de- 
velopment, of British Columbia, it will 
lend a favorable ear. 

IN THE LORDS 

The suggestion of Lord Rosebory 
that a select number of the peers 
should be chosen to deal with the 
Budget, so that those members of the 
hereditary chamber, wdio have never 
taken any part In public affairs, should 
be relieved of the necessity of passing 
upon that measure, is the most tre- 
mendous Indictment of the House of 
Lords that has ever been uttered, if 
the former premier had sought for an 
argument wherewith to strengthen Mr. 
Asquith's hands, he could not have 
chosen a better one. When one of tho 
most prominent of the Peers, and a 
man who was at one time the First 
Minister, and at all times has been 
looked upon as a staunch upholder of 
the traditions ami dignity of his order, | stands.

ISLAND AS FIELD 



Development League Receives 
Inquiries as Result of Gov- 
ernment Railway Policy 



As evidence of the interest aroused 
in the outside world by the announce- 
ment of tiie government's railway pol- 
icy, Is shown in tho increased number 
of inquiries per day which are now be- 
ing received at the offices of the Van- 
couver Island Development League.

OWNERS SUGGEST 
AMBITIOUS SCHEME 



City Asked to Approve Scheme 
Whereby Douglas St, 
Be Greatly Improved 



H 



If the scheme of Improvement which 
the property owners on Douglas street 
have asked the city council to under- 
take is carried through that thorough- 
fare will be the ilnest of- any in the 
city and a credit to Victoria. 

At last night's meeting of the streets, 
bridges and sewer committee, a depu- 
tation of owners, including J. A. Say- 
ward, P. R. Brown, A. C. McCallum, 
C. E. Bradshnw, A. H. Mitchell, and 
others, waited upon the committee 
and requested that the street be paved 
at as early a date as possible and in 
addition that arrangements be made 
Whereby a system of lighting be in- 
stalled along tile same lines as that 
iti Seattle. They want clusters con- 
taining seven lights, being placed on 
both sides of the street from Humboldt 
street to Cormorant street, the lamp 
posts of artistic design to be placed 
one hundred feet apart. 

Capt. McCallum, who acted as 
Spokesman for the deputation, stated 
that the owners would be willing to 
pay the cost of the lamps and their 
Installation but they would want the 
city to supply the current. The own- 
ers were willing to pay this cost on 
a ten-year term Or in one. payment. 
The electric light wires could be put 
underground. Capt. McCallum stated 
that the owners desired that the street 
should be the Ilnest in the city and 
they believed that the time has arriv- 
ed when steps should be taken to 
beautify the city in this manner. The 
owners were willing to leave to the 
engineer the' style of lamp to.be se- 
lected and the installation thereof. In 
Seattle the cluster lamps number live 
on each post, but a better effect would 
be obtained by using seven. 

May Accept Wood Blocks 

Nothing was said as to the material 
of which the pavement is to lie made. 
The owners recently petitioned for 
Hassam, but It is understood that they 
are willing to accept wood blocks. At 
the suggestion of Mayor Hall the .re- 
quest of the owners will be referred 
to the city electrician to figure on the 
cost of installing such a system of 
lighting as that proposed, the mayor 
stating that it would be necessary to 
ascertain the opinion of the city solici- 
tor as to whether the cost of the light- 
ing system can be included In that of 
the paving work. 

On the question of paving Alderman 
Turner served notice on paving agents 
in general that hereafter the time of 
tho committee shall not be taken up 
by any agents seeking to Impress upon 
the civic fathers the merits or their 
goods. Alderman Turner declared that 
hereafter agents must take a back seat 
and' wait until the committee's busi- 
ness Is completed. A representative of 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company 
of Seattle was present and was allowed 
to address the committee, but he did 
not get very far when Alderman Stew- 
art pointed out that a rule had been 
established some time ago whereby all 
agents'for pavement must talk first to 
tho city engineer who could then give 
the council any information that body 
desired. 

Alderman Humber asked for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to inspect 
the granitoid pavement which was re- 
cently laid 011 Cormorant street be- 
tween Government street and Store 
street. He declared that the cement 
dressing is" breaking up and that it is 
possible to kick It out. 

Assistant City Engineer Bryson 
stated that there is still twenty-live 
per cent of tho cost retained by the 
city and he suggested that before any 
more granitoid pavement is laid the 
present pavement on Cormorant street 
be allowed to go until next spring 
when It would be possible to see just 
what that style of pavement is worth. 
Needs Repairs 

As -a result of the complaint of the 
B. C. Land and Investment Agency 
concerning the condition of the Bastion 
street pavement, the engineer will be 
instructed to take some steps to im- 
prove the roadway. Tho assistant city 
engineer suggested that the holes be 
filled with a mixture of asphalt nnd 
stone chips as the full term of the 
life of the pavement has not yet ex- 
pired. To Alderman Mable's query as 
to. whether the city possesses any 
monev to make extensive repairs to 
the pavement, Alderman Turner re- 
sponded "Not a bean." 

The complaint of the Fairview 
Greenhouse company and S. A. Gowan 
concerning the interference with 
business consequent on the building 
operations on the site of the new- 
Royal Bank building was also consid- 
ered. The eomp'hiTnants state that by 
reason of the fence abutting Into the 
street people are inconvenienced and 
a considerable part of their trade is 
lost. In view of the fact that the con- 
tractors have not taken up any more 
of the roadway than permitted by law 
the city cannot take any steps In the 
matter. Alderman Turner stated that 
*ws soon as the bank building is erected 
for the first storey a covered way will 
be built permitting of the opening up 
of the sidewalk to traffic. 

Complaints were also made of the 
condition of the lower end of Gar- 
ballv road and of Tolmle road near the 
Jubilee hospital. The engineer was in- 
structed lo report.

If every good woman hero 
were to feel her responsibility, would 
not our little girls be shielded from 
many temptations that now lead to 
harm The foolish actions and the 
bad manners of which there are such 
frequent complaints, would soon be re- 
formed if those who disapprove of 
them were to try to make their in- 
fluence felt in tlie light way. We have 
done nothing yet to Supply our work- 
ing girls with such outdoor amuse- 
ments as their more fortunate sisters 
enjoy. But there Is no need to say 
more. If women are tilled with an in- 
telligent public spirit, if they share the 
confidence in the future that their hus- 
bands and brothers have shown, and if 
with It they have the love which 
prompts all true courtesy, thoy will do 
their part to make Victoria not only a 
prosperous city, but one noted for <hq 
virtue and happiness of its citizens.

The work of the Young Women's 
Christian Association is proving lobe 
much needed in Victoria. During tlie 
summer tin.' home, was too small to 
accommodate the young women who 
arrived either to aeek employment or 
passing through to other places. The 
Traveller's Aid employed by the Y. 
VV C. \. for the past four months has 
resigned on account of ill-health, and 
the board of directors has been for- 
tunate in securing Mrs. (Rev.) Dover 
to take her place. The duty of the 
Traveller's Aid is to meet all uoats 
and trains for the purpose of looking 
after young women, who are travelling 
alone, taking them to the Y. W. C. A. 
or securing rooms for them in re- 
spectable homes. The following re- 
port will partly show how much this 
work Is needed. 

"During the four months and a half, 
or until October- 1st. many boats and 
some trains have been met and as- 
sistance given who nit was possible or 
necessary tor inexperienced travel- 
lers. 

One hundred and fourteen were 
taken to the Y, 'W; ,C. A. home, mid 
there found lodging and board. Owing 
to limited room in 1 ,' tlie home, 153 were 
provided with rooms outside In near- 
by houses — taking their meals entire- 
ly, or in part, at the Y. \V.. Three 
hundred and seventy-four boats wore 
met and 71 letters have been written 
to parties who wished Information in 
anticipation of a visit to the city or 
in seeking employment. 

"While these figures give some facts, 
they stand for a small part of the 
work that is being done for the pro- 
tection and help of girls and women, 
the mere presence alone of some one 
whose business it is to. look after 
their interests, gives a feeling of con- 
Hdencoj while those men, and even 
women, who are careless of the re- 
putation of girls, have a care when 
they know a Traveller's Aid is on the 
watch. 

".Many tourists, during these months, 
who have travelled over other lands 
us well as our own, have come up to 
mc and said, "where ever I go 1 al- 
ways speak with the Travellers' Aid, 
I fee, os tl DUgh a friend had come to 
must m-- We found them all ulong 
laj v-ay as we crossed Canada." 

"I could give you many incidents of 
letters received from the Traveller- 
Aids in the nearby cities, and rise 
dispatches, when there was not time 
enough for a letter to reach me, say- 
ing, "meet a girl from Glasgow" or 
"A girl Will be on the evening r,o.U, 
in that she gets her boat for Sa>i 
Francisco," or "meet a Polish girl who 
cannot speak a word of English — 
kindly see that she gets the train to 
Ladysmlth, where her father l.'ves." 
Two children came from England 
alone to lind their mother in Port 
Townsend. They were kept at the 
Y. \V. over Sunday, and on Monday 
morning taken to the boat md put in 
charge of tlie captain. Next day he 
sent me word 'that an uncle had met 
the children and taken charge of 
them. 

One. night at o'clock the ticket 
agent phoned to me that there was a 
young Swedish girl at tlie station v. ho 
could not speak a word of Rn.rll.sh — 
that her ticket was marked "Lady 
Smith," and would 1 come clown end 
gn her and see that she got her train 
in the morning. When I reached the 
station I found a very unhappy look- 
ing young girl sitting weeping. Of 
course I could not make her und&r- 
stand me, even with my best broken 
English, but she recognized that help 
was at hand, so she dried her eyes and 
won I with me and had a comfortable 
night's rest at the Y. W. In the 
morning I took her to the train tncl 
put her In earn of the conductor. Her 
father met her at tlie station In 
Ladysmlth. And so I might relate 
many more incidents of the same 
kind, that go to make up a large part 
of the work — small In themselves — no 
figures will stand for them, hut wide 
and far reaching In their influence, on 
the community, where a Travellers' 
Aid services are sustained.

A strong fight for trade with Mexico 
and Central America between the Jeb- 
sen line and the Kosmos and kindred 
steamship companies Included in the 
"Coffee Combine" is anticipated *as a 
result of the Jebsen line, which oper- 
ates the steamers Ella and Erna be- 
tween this port, Puget Sound and 
Corinio and way ports, being forced 
to withdraw owing to the opposition 
of the Kosmos line after its admit- 
tance to the combine. 

Mr. Jebsen, owner of tho line, is now 
in Mexico on business in this regard, 
and reports come from there that he 
Intends to light and for this purpose 
will add two other steamers similar 
to the Erna and Ella to the service. 
Meanwhile other lines doing business 
to Mexico are being augmented. 

The Cla Naviera del Pacifico, of 
Guaymas, which recently announced an 
intention of extending its service north 
has appointed an ayent at San Diego 
for this purpose, and has chartered 
the Norwegian steamer Transit, and 
the Norwegian steamer Opland, for- 
merly in the Australian trade. The 
steamer Hue, of the Jebsen fleet, is 
also expected to be sent to the south- 
ern coast from Egypt where she is 
now engaged to act as southern feeder 
for tho line. 

The "Coffee Combine" controls the 
movement of coffee from Central 
America by way of the Tehuantepec 
railroad, in alliance with the combina- 
tion of steamship interests plying to 
Europe from Mexican ports. The Jeb- 
sen line was admitted to the com- 
bine, but no sooner had the admit- 
tance been announced than the Kosmos 
line threatened to carry the coffee by 
way of the Strait of Mugellan and en- 
gage In. a. rate war if. the Jebsen. com- 
pany was permitted to remain In the 
combine. Tho Tehuantepec railroad 
across the Isthmus was also dragged 
into the fight. When the Kosmos 
management made Its announcement 
the West Indian conference lines on 
the Atlantic discontinued an arrange- 
ment for through bills of lading with 
the Jebsen lino. 

H. B. Jayne, ed'tor of the '.Pacific 
Marine Review, who Is now visiting 
Mexico writes in this regard: ' "Tho 
Jebsen line, a regularly established 
steamship line, which has been in ser- 
vice since January, 1009, is denied the 
privilege of issuing through bills of 
lading via Tehuantepec railway to 
Europe. The administration of the 
Tehuantepec railway is .practically 
forced to yield to the wishes of the 
Conference; for although it might carry 
the Jebsen traffic over Its line, it could 
not compel the Atlantic. Conference 
Lines to carry forward that traffic. At 
present the indications are that tho 
conference linos will be able to exclude 
the Jebsen line and to maintain rates, 
unless posaibly the Jebsen line can se- 
cure assistance and relief by 
to the Mexican government. 

"A new disturbing, factor In this 
conference will soon develop when the 
Salvador Railway company, not yet ad- 
mitted, as previously announced estab- 
lishes their weekly direct steamship 
service, for passenger and coffee, be- 
tween Acajutla and Sal!n& Cruz. The 
last balance sheet of tho Salvador rail- 
way reveals a very unsatisfactory posi- 
tion, and they are scarcely in a posi- 
tion to successfully fight this powerful 
conference, which, we understand, does 
not regard the entry of tho San Sal- 
vador railway with equanimity, since 
it expects to carry Its own coffee traffic 
In Its own steamships to Sallna Cruz 
for Europe, which heretofore has form- 
ed an important proportion of the 
coffee traffic for tho Coffee Conference. 

"On the other hand there is a large 
movement of coffee from Acejutla, the 
(terminal port of the San Salvador 
railway to San Francisco and North 
Pacific ports, which the Pacilic confer- 
ence lines may refuse to carry If the 
Salvador Railway Steamship company 
persists in interfering with the Euro, 
pean coffee movement. 

"In June last the Salvador railway 
made a private issue of £45,000 of » 
per cent three-year terminable notes 
at 80 per cent, in order to provide the 
company with £36,000, of which .C16,- 
000 was applied for general capital 
purpose and £20,000 to acquire a two- 
thirds interest In the steamship ser- 
vice. 

"Such, as far as we can ascertain, 
is the correct position in regard to this 
coffee conference, of which so much 
has already recently been written. 

"We understand that the last ses- 
sion at London was one of the longest 
In its record. The estimates for this 
season's coffee crop are: Salvador, 
14,000 tons; Guatemala, S,000 tons, and 
Chiapas, Mexican Pacific Coast, 7,000 
tons. 

"This does not include the customary 
movement of about 150,000 sacks to 
San Francisco and North Pacific ports. 
Rates are not at this writing officially 
announced, but will probably approxi- 
mate last year's rates of G5 to 00 shil- 
lings."

Shipments of Eggs Expected 
to Come by Liners From 
Far East to Victoria 



less mean a good deal of important 
shipbuilding work for British linns, 
and builders will do well to watch 
shipping developments in the Domin- 
ion, says tin' Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce. The line of steamers about 
to be established between Italian 
ports and Canada, with Marseilles as 
a port of call, may also be expected 
to order new steamers. The enterpris- 
ing Hansa line is establishing a new- 
direct steamer service between New 
York and Java, Padang and Macassar, 
for which, If successful, further ton- 
nage will eventually be required. Rus- 
sian shipping development is indi- 
cated by the formation of a company 
in St. Petersburg to establish a. line 
of coasting steamers along the Baltic, 
and it is understood that something 
like 30 steamers, of somewhat small 
size, will, In all probability, be re- 
quired to cope with the service con- 
templated. The. Dundee and London 
Shipping company are reported to ibe 
in the market for another new steamer 
for their east coast trade. In addition 
to the vessel recently placed with the 
Caledon Shipbuilding and Engineering 
Co., Dundee.

INVITED TO TENDER 



For Floating Dock for Prince Rupert 
to Cost Million and Half 
Dollars 



The Canadian government, follow- 
ing the example of the home govern- 
ment, is about to build a floating dock 
to be stationed at Prince Rupel i, the 
terminus of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway on the Pacilic coast, 25 miles 
south of the Alaska boundary, says 
tho Liverpool Journal of Commerce. 
Tho new dock, it Is estimated, will cost 
$1,500,000, and the lifting capacity will 
be such that the largest warships in 
the Pacilic can be accommodated. 
Builders on both sides of the Atlantic 
have been Invited to tender, and 'al- 
though British llrms will be handicap- 
ped by the cost of towing the struc- 
ture out" to Prince Rupert,' that condi- 
tion Is not expected to prevent their 
making favorable offers.' Only a few 
years ago it would have been consid- 
ered Impracticable to tow a floating 
dock such a distance, and British 
builders in submitting proposals would 
have had to. consider the advisability 
of shipment in pieces, and re-erection 
near the site; but after tin; satisfac- 
tory experience with the dock sent out 
recently from the Tyne to Callao the 
towage to the West Coast of Canada 
should present no Insurmountable dif- 
ulty, and the Canadian government 
will have no difficulty in finding build- 
. . ers, towage contractors, and under- 
ippem .writers able and willing to construct.

While what a Japanese storekeeper 
calls '"Extract of Fowl" rules so high 
In price In British Columbia some en- 
ergetic Victoria and Vancouver men 
have embarked upon aj venture which 
they expect to secure big profits — the 
trade In Chinese eggs. The tirst ship- 
ment of 11C barrels was brought by 
the. R. M. >S. (Empress of China which 
reached port on Thursday night. The 
eggs were shipped from Shanghai. 
Commission men at the big city on the 
Yanglzsekiang have their agents 
gather the eggs from the districts out- 
side Shanghai. Chinese farmers are 
visited dally and. the eggs are gathered 
and brought to Shanghai where they 
are culled and sorted. Each Is stamp- 
ed on the shell with the date It was 
laid, and the eggs are then treated by 
a preservative process and packed In 
barrels. The business in eggs has- 
been carried 'on with Japan for some 
time past, but the shipment sent by 
the Empress liner consigned to Van- 
couver for distribution is the first that 
has been sent across the Pacific. Those 
interested In the venture expect to 
bring many more shipments from 
Shanghai. •

WIRELESS FOR 

LINER MAKURA 



Apparatus Being Installed at Vancou- 
ver on the Canadian-Australian 
Steamer 



The Canadian-Australian liner Ma- 
kura, Captain Gibbs, Is to be equipped 
with wireless apparatus according to 
a statement made today by Mr. J. C 
Irons, agent for the line at this port. 
The apparatus will be Installed while 
the vessel is at Vancouver and will 
be In operation by the time the Ma- 
kura sails for Sydney on December 3. 

Tho system employed will be the 
United Wireless, which Is the one used 
by most of the steamers on this coast, 
and the wireless room on the Makura 
will be located right aft. 

So far this vessel will be the only 
one of the Canadian- Australian fleet 
to have a wireless system Installed, 
and it has not yet been decided 
whether other steamers of tho line 
will be similarly equipped. If tho 
Makura's system proves successful 
then it is probable that the other ves- 
sels in the service will receive wire- 
less equipment. 

The wireless outfit to be placed on 
the Makura will be a five-kilowatt 
one, which is more powerful than 
that on the liner Minnesota, and in 
fact the most powerful on the coast. 
The company guarantees a communi- 
cation radius of 3.000 miles with this 
livc-kllawatt apparatus. 



CANADA TO CONDUCT 

SEALING ARRANGEMENTS 



Imperial Government Refers Invitation 
From Washington for Confer- 
ence to Ottawa 



LONDON, Nov. 20.— The invitation 
from the United States for Great Brit- 
ain to participate in an international 
conference with a view to regulating 
the killing of seals In the waters of 
North America, lias been referred 
through the Colonial Office to Canada, 
as it is considered that the Dominion 
is more Interested in this question than 
is the mother country. 

The United States government re- 
cently appointed a commission, of 
which Dr. Starr- Jordan, of branding 
machine notoriety, was one, to discuss 
the question of the preservation of the 
seal herds, and this committee made 
recommendations that an international 
conference be held to discuss mea- 
sures for thi! cessation of pelagic scal- 
ing. For many years efforts have been 
made to reach an agreement in this 
regard, and two offers in this connec- 
tion have been made by the United 
States to Canada, In one of which the 
United States offered to give to Can- 
ada a fourth-Interest in the seal herd 
and to- compensate those interested in 
the sealing industry for the loss 
of their business.

Owing to the demand for freight 
space to the far cast being greater than 
the regular liners can fill the British 
steamer Knight of St George, which ar- 
rived here from Guaymas on November 
16th and proceeded to Comox, has been 
chartered at the rati; of $1,500 per 
month for a voyage from Vancouver 
and Victoria to Hongkong carrying 
lumber and general merchandise. The 
Knight of the Thistle is loading a 
cargo and the Strathflllan recently 
sailed with freight crowded froi 
regular liners. Commenting' on the in- 
creased transpacific trade the Pacific 
Marino Review says: 

All members of the Conference Lines 
are' dispatching their steamers to Ori- 
ental ports with capacity cargoes. West- 
wards, there is a largo movement of 
flour, notwithstanding the high price of 
wheat, and millers are experiencing 
difficulty in securing the necessary 
space to take care of their business. 
Salt fish is also moving In considerable 
quantities, and cotton is again begin- 
ning to figure In outbound manifests. 
Probably the most pronounced increase 
Is to be found In'lthe trade with the 
Philippines due In certain measure to 
the tariff revision. The Manila import- 
ers are now drawing the great bulk 
of their flour from Puget Sound, In- 
stead of Australia as formerly and 
tliis Inquiry has extended to other 
points in the Philippines so much so 
that the Waterhouse company have 
scheduled their steamer Oceano to call 
at Cebu as well as Manila, on her next 
departure from Seattle. In December. 
Eastward business Is also coming along 
in better volume, and In this connc 
lion it Is pertinent for us to remark 
that the Chicago, Milwaukee ,t Puget 
Sound railway has just revised Us tar- 
iffs, making the rail and steamship 
proportions for castbound traffic on 
the same basis as used by tho Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific whereas 
previously their contract with the Os- 
aka Shosen Kaisha was on a percentage 
basis, with the advantages on the 
steamship side. The through rates have 
not been disturbed, so, of course, I 
readjustment will not affect the ordi- 
nary movement of cargo. 

Regarding Asiatic passenger business 
a meeting was held by the conference 
members, In tho offices of the Great 
Northern railroad during tho last week 
of October, when It was agreed that all 
' Uerosted parties should adhere to the 
old rate of $43.50. There will, there- 
fore, be no great cutting, although, 
judging by the activities of the C. P. 
R., Holts, the Waterhouse company and 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha. there is like- 
ly to be a good deal of rivalry for this 
particular trade.

SAILOR OF ERNA 

KILLED BY SHARK 



Fell From Mizzen Mast of Jebsen 
Liner During Fire Drill 
Near Acapulco 

News comes from Acapulco that 
Adolph Schultze, a sailor of the Jebsen 
liner Erna, which left here at the be- 
ginning of the month for Nicaragua, 
fell from the German steamer's mizzen 
mast during fire drill, when the Erna 
wns near Acapulco, and was crushed 
to death in the jaws of a shark. 
Schultze did not rise after lie disap- 
peared below the water, but a few 
moments afterward his blood dyed the 
sea. 

The news of the horrible death of 
Schultze was brought to San Francisco 
by the crew of the Pacific mail steamer 
City of Para, which was passing the 
Erna at the time of the accident. The 
City of Para, on the afternoon of No- 
vember 14, was leaving Acapulco when 
the Erna, wns bound in. . The sea was 
not rough, and a fire drill on board the 
Erna was in progress. 

With interest the crew and passen- 
gers on board the Para watched the 
clock-Ike work of the men on board the 
Erna going through the. fire drill ex- 
ercises. Suddenly, and without warn- 
ing, a man was seen falling from the 
mizzen mast at a dizzy height, which 
latter proved to bo Schultze, and there 
was a parting shriek that is still in the 
minds of the spectators as his body 
was snatched down by the man-eating 

The City of Para hoved alongside of 
the Erna to render assistance, but none 
could be rendered.

XANAIMO, Nov, 26.— An inquest was 
held yesterday touching the death of 
Alexander Thompson, who was killed 
at the South Wellington mines on 
Tuesday night, the coroner's jury re- 
turning tin: following verdict "after 
half an hour's deliberation: 

"We the Jury empanelled to enquire 
into the death of Alexander Thomp- 
son, which occurred in No. 2 mine at 
South Wellington, operated by the Pa- 
cific Const Coal Mines company, after 
hearing tho evidence and giving it due 
'consideration, have come to the con- 
clusion that the deceased came to his 
death from the accidental discharge 
of a box of caps and also that no blame 
can be attached to anyone In the mat- 
ter. 

"We would recommend, firs*, that a 
clause be Inserted in the Coal Mines 
regulation act limiting the amount of 
explosive caps taken Into the mine by 
any one man to ten or twelve. 

"Second, that the Coal .Mines regu- 
lation act, rule 33A, be amended by in- 
serting tin' word "or any fraction 
thereof after the word 'men' In second 
line of said rule. (Signed) A. Forres- 
ter, foreman." 

The explanation of the last clause is 
that the rule applies to the keeping 
of an ambulance box stored In the 
mines. As the act now reads, it speci- 
fies that any mine employing 100 men 
must have such a box stored in the 
mine Itself, and It was the Intention 
of the jury to recommend that first 
aid appliances should be at hand at 
all mines, regardless of the number of 
men employed, as it was clearly shown 
at the Inquest that these things are 
often needed, and needed quickly,

Speculators Reconsider Re- 
sults of Standard Oil- 
Decision 



NEW YOUK, Nov. 20. — The opportu- 
nity for contemplation afforded by the 
Thanksgiving holiday scorned to have 
resulted In an almost entire disappear- 
ance of apprehension over tho Standard 
Oil decision, which has been an Im- 
portant feature In the stock market. 
The unabatement of uneasiness over the 
effects of the decision was owing to a 
largo extent to the general slgnlfi- 
cunco assigned to the case. The rise 
In the leading copper industries was 
also Important in the making up of the 
general opinion. The estimates of the 
currency movement show a decided re- 
flux of funds from 'he 'nterlor today, 
with the waning of the crop movement, 
which is one of the first signs of re- 
laxation of tiio money market. 

The strong exhibit made by the Bank 
of England was a reassuring factor in 
the money market, although the reten- 
tion of the official discount rate Is read 
as an expression of continued distrust 
of the political outlook as shaped by 
tho budget controversy. The sudden 
rise In the C. R. & P. R. it. bonds se- 
cured by tho St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco stock as collateral gave corrob- 
oration to tho rumors of a coming dls- 
associatlon of theso properties. 

Bonds were strong; total sales, par 
value, $3,692,000'.

TWO AERONAUTS 

FELL TO DEATH 

Bodies of Two Most Daring Balloonists 
of Germany Found Beside Torn 
Balloon Envelope. 



BERLIN, Nov. 26.— Dr. Brenckmann 
and Hugo Franeko, the two most dar- 
ing members of the Aero Club, of Ber- 
lin, have been killed through the col- 
lapse of their balloon "Kolmar." 

Their bodies were found today near 
Flume, Austria- Hungary. Nearby was 
their balloon, a .huge rent in the en- 
velope telling the Jjtbry of their death, 
Brcncltman was the third person to In- 
sure his life with tho newly-formed 
company which takes air navigation 
risks. He and his companion ascended 
on Monday from Sehmargaiulorff. a 
suburb of Berlin. Their bodies were 
found on the northern edge of the gulf 
of Quarnero, at the northeast extrem- 
ity of the Adriatic Sea, and in almost 
a direct line f.00 miles south of Berlin.

— A new series 
of alleged customs frauds was brought 
to light today with the arrest of 
Thomas C. Glddings, a customs 
weigher, on an indictment charging 
llim with conspiracy to 'defraud the 
government in connection with the im- 
portation of l'igs In 1008. According to 
the federal prosecutor, Glddings under- 
weighed two shipments of llgs enn- 
signec'l to local Importers .recording the 
weight of the first slilpmo.it at 30,000 
pounds Instead of 40,000, and defraud- 
ing the government of the duty on 
8,700 pounds of figs in +Vi second ship- 
ment. Tho Indictment against Gld- 
dings, it Is estimated, is the first of a 
series which the government hopes to 
obtain from the grand Jury now In 
session.
